The  district  is  mainly  rural  in  character  with  an  urbanised 
area  in  Gillingham. 

The  principal  industries  of  the  area  are  agricultural  with 
associated  activities,  which  include  two  bacon  factories  and  one 
slaughterhouse,  a  cheese  factory  and  a  milk  processing  factory. 
In  addition,  there  are  factories  dealing  in  synthetic  glue, 
chemicals  and  glove  making  and  instrument  engineering. 

Further  efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  develop  an 
industrial  site  so  as  to  attract  new  industy  into  Gillingham.

But  for  this  service,  on  which  increasing  demands  are  being 
made,  many  old  people  would  be  unable  to  survive  in  their  own 
homes.

Acknowledgment  must  be  made  of  the  excellent  work  carried 
out  in  the  district  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  with  regard 
to  the  welfare  of  aged  persons,  the  handicapped  and  disabled  and 
the  chiropody  service  for  old  people. 

A  meals  on  wheels  service  for  old  people  is  provided  by  the 
W.R.V.S.  At  the  end  of  the  year  nineteen  persons  had  availed 
themselves  of  this  service  in  the  district.

With  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  in 
March  and  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  in  July,  public 
health  routine  inspections  became  much  more  satisfactory  than  in 
the  recent  past.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Public  Supplies 

The  statutory  undertaking  in  the  district  is  the  West  Wilts 
Water  Board.  There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Board's 
Officers  and  your  Public  Health  Officers,  copies  of  reports  on 
samples  of  water  taken  by  the  Board  are  forwarded  to  my  office  and, 
reciprocally,  copies  of  samples  taken  on  your  behalf  are  sent  to 
the  Board. 

The  supplies  remained,  throughout  the  year,  adequate  to  meet 
the  demand  and  the  purity  of  the  supplies  has  remained  satisfactory. 

Two  hundred  and  three  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the  Board 
during  the  year. 


Private  Supplies 

One  or  two  small  supplies  of  doubtful  quality  supplying  few 
premises,  still  remain.  Although  Fontmell  Magna  private  supply  to 
thirteen  dwellings  is  chlorinated,  the  bacteriological  condition  of 
this  water  is  not  satisfactory,  periodically  giving  unsatisfactory 
results. 

Eight  samples  from  this  supply  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Although  preparatory  work  continued  in  respect  of  schemes  for 
Bourton,  Motoombe,  Fontmell  Magna,  none  of  these  schemes  had  been 
commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  a  sewerage  improvement 
scheme  for  I  we  me  Minster;  Ministry  approval  was  received  during 
the  year. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


House  Refuse  and  Salvage 

A  weekly  curb  side  collection  in  Gillingham  and  a  twice  monthly 
collection  in  the  remaining  parishes  was  in  operation. 

The  old  tip  at  Bleet  ceased  to  be  used  during  the  year  and  the 
new  tip  at  Boweridge  Hill  came  into  service. 

One  hundred  and  two  tons  of  salvage  were  collected  during  the 
year,  bringing  in  revenue  of  £l+6l±  compared  with  £397  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  (through  the  agency  of  a  con¬ 
tractor)  is  carried  out  in  non-sewered  parts  of  the  district. 

During  the  year,  five  hundred  and  eleven  cesspools  or  septic 
tanks  were  emptied,  compared  with  five  hundred  and  thirty  five  during 
the  preceding  year. 

Roadside  Sanitation 


The  sanitary  conditions  of  laybys  is  generally  satisfactory. 
Litter  receptacles  are  provided  by  the  County  Council,  the  litter 
being  collected  by  the  District  Council  with  domestic  refuse. 
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RIVES  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION 


Until  adequate  parish  sewerage  schemes  can  be  provided,  a  gross 
amount  of  pollution  of  streams  and  ditches  in  the  district  cannot  be 
avoided.  This  type  of  pollution  is  present  in  most  parishes. 

Complaints  continued  to  be  received  with  regard  to  nuisances  at 
Kington  Magna,  Last  Stour,  Fontmell  Magna  and  Milton-on-Stour.  The 
position  at  Milton-on-Stour  continued  to  be  particularly  bad. 


OFFICES.  SHOPS  &  RaILY/AY  PREMISES  ACT,  1$6A 


One  part-time  Inspector  is  appointed  under  the  Act.  Seventy- 
three  premises  are  registered  under  the  Act.  Fifty-one  premises  were 
inspected  during  the  year.

Seven  sites  are  licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites,  Control 
and  Development  Act,  i960,  for  temporary  use;  five  being  tem¬ 
porary  individual  sites,  one  a  permanent  site,  and  one  a  sea¬ 
sonal  site.  Eight  inspections  were  carried  out.

With  only  £50  difference  between  the  upper  limit  of  the 
Standard  Grant  and  the  ££00  of  the  Discretionary  Grant,  there 
is  insufficient  incentive  to  persuade  house  owners  to  bring 
their  property  up  to  the  Discretionary  Grant  standard. 

It  would  appear  that  a  number  of  potential  applicants  for 
grant  are  awaiting  implementation  of  the  new  Bill  which,  it  is 
understood,  will  quite  considerably  increase  the  maximum  amount 
of  grant  with  some  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  certain  re¬ 
pairs  . 


Newr  Houses 


No  new  houses  were  provided  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 
Ninety  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

Thirty  seven  families  were  housed  during  the  year  by  the 
Council,  compared  with  sixty  one  during  the  preceding  year.
